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THE HOT BD 


(Experimental Farm Note.) 

Choose for a hot bed a southern ex- 
posure, preferably the south side of 
a building with protection from 
winds on the east and west. Make 
a pile of fresh horse manu-e four 
feet high and four feet wider 
longer than the desired hot-bed, Tranp 
it well. When it begins to heat turn it 
over, piling the outside of the old} 
pile into the middle, tramp well} 
and leave till thoroughly heated,| 
which usually requires five to seven 
days. Then fork it into 4 pile eal 
feet high and four feet wider and four} 
feet longer than the hot-bed. If you] 
use four sash each three feet wide 
by six feet long, the size of the frame 
will be six feet wide and twelve feet 
Jong and the manure ten feet wide and 
sixteen feet long. Make the frame 
about eighteen inches high at the back 
and a foot high at the front So as bo 
afford slope and make it of such 
width and length as to exactly fit the 
number of sash you put on. Nail a 
strip around the east, north and west | 
sides to project up an inch so as to 
make a closer fit for the sash, After 
the frame is in place bank it to the 
top on the outside with manure and 
add about four inches on the inside 
and over this add abut five inches of 
good garden soil, Tang a reliable 
theremometer inside and lay the sasit 
and when the temperature is down be- 
tween 80 and 90 F, which will be in 
about a week, the hot bed is ready 
for sowing. After the seed is sown 
don’t allow the temperature to £0 
below 75 nor above 90 degrees. The 
points to remember ave: Sheltered 
location, Plenty of manure — evenly 
heated, Plenty of tramping every time 
the manure is handled. A tight

{iurope had failed? 

“Naturally we took part in the gen- 
eral joy and pride in the terrific blow 
which had been dealt to the enemy, 
but with us there was a sinking sort 
of fecling, we remembered othe: 
Aprils too vividly. In 1915 there 
had been our own baptism of fire at | 


+ St. Julian and Langemarck, later 
there had been the ghattiy “victory’”’ 
of Neuve Chapelle, followed closely 
by the terrible fiasco of Hulloch and 
Loos, also heralded as victorious unt] 
the awful casualty lists started pour- 
ing in. At Loos we read of gallant 
fellows dribbling a football in front 
of them as they moved forward to 
the attack, later we were to read that 
few, of any, ever got back again. 

April 1916 was not particularly 
outstanding, but there was an omin- 
ous foreboding, whispers of the “Big 
Push” that was coming, and as we 
sat watching the Calgary Stampede 
that year, there came the news of the 
“Victory” of the Somme, The Ger- 
mans nicknamed the Somme ‘The 
Blood Bath,” and what a bath of 
blood it was for both sides! Among 
the numerous battles of the Somme 
were the murderous affairs at Cour- 
cellette and Contalmaison, victories 
which brought desolation to so mnny 
thousands of homes in Alberta, and 
now—Victory was with us again, the 
Canadian Corjps had captured Vimy— 
what was the answer going to be? 

Every Canadian schoo] boy and 
school girl knows, or should know, the 
story of Vimy, and there is little need 
for me to go into the details of it now 
sufficient be it to say that at last, at 
long last, here was the perfect victory, 
a tremendous and demorali:ting defeat 
inflicted upon a brave foe holding an 
apparently impregnable position, 
every objective gained, thousands of 
\prisoners taken, and all with very few 
more casualties than those caused by 
ordinary trench warfare, and Can- 
adians had done it, 

Thrill to it, you who read, and re- 
member it, never mind what your! 
present views of human conflict may 
be, this was something that happened 
and is done, Let us say, if we like, 
that this sort of thing mmst not, shall 
not, happen again, but when April

Was One Of BEngland’s Most Profi- 
clent Naval Commanders 

Admiral Sir Martyn Jerram, com- 
mander of the Second Battle Squad- 
ron of the Grand Fleet which he led 
Into action at Jutland, died at Alver- 
stoke at the age of 74, 

Since the war he had been chair- 
man of the Committee on Naval Pay 
Allowances, known as the Jerram 
committee, He was keenly interested 
Im the welfare of the men. 

His great proficiency in naval mat- 
ters, coupled with his bravery and 
| the high esteem in which he was held} 
| by those who served under him, made | 
| Sir Martym one of England's most| 
popular leaders of his period. 

He was one of the half-dozen or

Cost Of Government 


Limit Of Spending Seems To Have 
Breen Reached 

The country’s business, what is left | 
of it, is being destroyed by the in- 
ability of governments to reverse | 
policies in the way that private busi- | 
ness found it mecessary to do long 
ago, Governments keep on spending, 
and what they spend is the money 
that should constitute the lifeblood 
of the country’s business, which, lack- 
ing it, languishes and is threatened | 
with complete extinction, 

Governments have not yet even be- 
gun on a policy of retrenchment. If 
the governing body could be notified | 
it had reached the limit of its reve- | 
nue, it could easily find means of 
keeping within it, It is the feeling | 
there is more money to he found 
which makes the difficulty, They are | 
under pressure to spend money. Gov- 
ernments always are. So they spend, 
and more or less reluctantly impose | 
more taxation to cover their spend- | 
ing. 

It cannot go on indefinitely, and | 
if governments today will consider | 
the state of the nation’s business they 
will see the limit has been reached, 
Approximately a third of the nation- 
al income goes to cover costs of gov: | 
ernment, a share out of all propor- | 
tion to the benefits the people derive | 
from government. In a well ordered | 
state government should certainly | 
cost no more than a tenth part of the 
national income. 

It is time Canada did some house- | 
cleaning in this matter.—Winnipeg 
Tribune.

A 
Lancashire master cotton spinner by 
patient research has evolved a new

ner. 

In short, a twistless cotton yarn,

|ial which are likely to challenge the 


supremacy of real silk and cause a 
fresh effort on the part of research- 
ers in the artificial silk laboratories. 

Those who have seen and tested 
the new material which will be made 
very soon have no hesitation in say- 
ing that judged from results already 
obtained, a definite advance has been 
made towards silk-cotton yarn. 

Features of the new product are: 

It will bleach, dye or wash without 
losing its silken qualities. 

It retains the strength of cotton 
material while possessing the attri- 
butes of silk.

ure. And this is in addition to his 
governmental allowance of about 8,- 
000,000 rupees a year. 

What, 
of a prince who regularly exacts from 
each of his official dinner guests a 
nazae or gift that varies with the 
rank of the guest? The lowest sum is 
a gold mohur (a little more than two 


| pounds)—no small expenditure for an 


officer or government official, espe- 
cially since these strange tax-laden 


| receptions sometimes take place more 


than once a year. As the number of 
guests averages 500 this is no mean 
source of income. 

But the nizam has other less pub- 
lic but equaljy lucrative business 
practices, He chooses to “honor’’ his 


friends and acquaintances by sending | 
them boxes or baskets filled with | 


fruit or candy, always with a little 


tag attached on which is marked the | 


price to be paid for the “gift.” 

The way in which these dainties 
are procured is not without interest. 
The nizam betakes himself to a ba- 
zaar, dressed in his usual somewhat 
negligent attire. He will énter a con- 
fectioner’s shop, sample the wares 
and praise them whereupon the poor 
shopkeeper is obliged by the custom 
of the country to offer the Prince as 
a gift the goods he has praised. 

Quick as a flash they disappear in- 
to the basket that the nizam has 
brought with him, only to he present- 
ed later, divided into small portions 
and prettily arranged to rec'pients 
who, of course, are delighted. 


Wheat and Empire Ports 


Policy Regarding Imperial Preference 
Is Proving a Success 
Canadian wheat is moving out fast- 
er this winter than at any time since 
1929, following the big crop of 1928, 
And this year it is moving through 
Canadian ports, The figures so far to 
show that the policy of extending the 
Imperial preference virtually only to 
wheat which passes through Empire 
ports is proving successful. 
Figures compiled by the Port of 
New York authority tcll the tale 
clearly, In January only some 103,- 


| 000 bushels of grain were received at | 
New York, as against over a million | 
bushels in 1932—itself not a heavy | 


year. At the same time the visible 
supply of Canadian and American 
grain in the port has declined Gt pet 
cent. 

This shrinkage is certainly not due 
to lower Canadian exports but to di- 
version of Canadian wheat through 
Canadian ports, notably Saint John 
and Vancouver. In January of this 
year Canada exported 
bushels, the highest record for any 
January since 1929. December and 
February figures were proportionate. 
ly high, 

As long as our wheat moves at this 
rate, a strong prima-fac'e case is pre- 
sented in support of those who in- 
sist that curtailing transshipment 
through the United States has not 
yet injured the Canadian wheat farm.

Canadians Win King’s Trophy 


Boys Showed Highest Efficiency In 
Miniature Rifle Shooting 

Canada has again won the King’s 
trophy for miniature rifle shooting 
among the boys of the British Em- 
pire. Winnipeg and Calgary marks- 
men wete among the outstanding 
Canadian competitors. 

More than 41,000 boys competed for 
the trophy, which is awarded the 
country showing the highest effi- 
ciency in imperial shields competi- 
tions. Canada secured an average of 
8} points, South Africa 82, Great Bri- 
tain 72, New Zealand 68, and Aus- 
tralia and India failed to qualify. 

Canada won 135 medals for indi- 
vidual scores and South Africa was 
next with 35, The Senior Imperial 
Challenge shield for small senior 
units was won by Deal Kent cadets, 
with Athens, Ontario, high school, 
Canada, second, 

The Earl Jellicoe sword for large 
senior units was won by Hamilton 
Collegiate, Canada, with the Cameron 
Highlanders cadets of Winnipeg, sec- 
ond. 

The Junior Imperial ghicld for 
small units was won by the Wood-

Testing New Drug 


“Harmol” Belleved To Be Cure For 
Heart Disease 

A drug which may prove to be a 
long-sought-for means of relieving 
| sufferers from heart disease was re- 
|ferred to by Professor James Gunn, 
professor of pharmacology at Oxford 
University, at a meeting in London of 
the Pharmaceutical Society.

|and the professor said that the drug 
was now being tested to see if its

}same as on the animals with which 
|he had experimented, 

He explained that in angina pec-

| heart failure. 

Thus the finding of a drug which, 
as this one promised, would cause the 
heart to dilate and increase the flow 
of blood through it would be very im- 
portant. He said he had been search-

Scientists Work Out Serum Treat- 
ment For Undulant Fever 

Three research workers of the Col- 
lege of Medicine of the University of 
Cincinnati have announced the devel- 
opment of a serum that transforms 
the usually disabling undulant fever 
into something little more incapaci- 
tating than a slight, common cold. 

Undulant fever—Malta fever, as it 
is known in Europe—ranks second 
only to tuberculosis in economic im- 
portance in its effect on livestock as 
well as on man. 

The serum was developed by Dr. 
Alfred E. O'Neill, Dr. W. B. Wherry 
|and Dr, Lee Foshay. Like many 
others who have worked with the 
disease, Dr. O'Neil fell ill of it, but 
recovered to resume his work. 

Undulant fever gets its name be- 
cause the temperature of the suffer- 
er rises and falls in defined and regu- 
lar curves, Fever, pain and disability 
continue, often for years, The new 
serum, the three researchers say, 
cures in from three to four days. 

In their research the three Cin- 
cinnati scientists found customary 
methods wouldn’t work; that vac- 
cines made from the germs them- 
selves were far too dangerous to in- 
ject into anyone. So they bubbled ni- 
trous oxide gas through the lquid 
which nullified the poison, yet left 
| the vaccine as effective as before. 

The serum they make by injecting 
the vaccine into goats, drawing off 
blood and using the bloodde(,f? ET 
blood and using the Hquid that re- 
mains when the blood coagulates.
